A Volcano In Honolulu. 


The door of Kiletaiea is at certain 


periods subject to overflow by floods of 
fresh lava from Halomauman, which 
will probably destroy large sections of 
tho aforesaid trail, necessitating much 
labor in renewing it. This can hardly 
occur under two years from now, as it 
will probably take that length of time 
for the level of tho molten lake to work 
up the 200 feet or more necessary to cn- 
ablo it to discharge itself on tho main 
floor. During the last period of over- 
flow, in 1880-90, many thousands of acres 
of the main floor in Kileauea. received 
fresh coatings of lava. In the immediate 
vicinity of Haleinaumaii pit the leavings 
were piled to a thickness of from 20 to 60 
feet. 


Meantime tho lake, 800 feet in diam- 


eter, is overflowing every few days upon 
tho lava floor around it, which is per- 
haps 2oO feet lower than tho brink of 
the circular pit, which is 2,400 1'eot in di- 
ameter 
Tho American minister, Mr. 


Stevens, who was thoro recently, count- 
ed 13 (ire fountains iiluying in the lake 
at one time. In .April last wo measured 
tho l.srgost fountains with an instru- 
ment. Tho Bellow, pulsating thrice a 
minute, was GO feet in diameter and 30 
feet high.

I Other fountains were ii>or> furious, but
